Response to Amendment 

1. Receipt of Applicant's Amendment, filed June 17, 2003 is acknowledged. Claims 1-1 1, 
22-32, 43-53 have been cancelled; claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 12 and 19 have been amended; claims 33-42, 
54-63 have been added. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 12-21, 33-42, 54-63 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art of record fails to teach a combination of elements including "the step of 

comparing the current file size with the new file size; in the case that the current file size exceeds 
the new file size, releasing the remaining block reservations for the file; in the case that the new 
file size exceeds the current file size, reserving for later allocation in the file system an additional 
number of unallocated blocks equal to a difference between a total number of direct and indirect 
blocks required by the new file size and a total number of direct and indirect blocks required by 
the current file size" as recited in independent claims 12, 33, 54. 

In contrast, Hitz et al. (US Patent 5,819,292) teaches a method for maintaining a file 
system in a consistent state and preventing new data written to the active file system from 
overwriting "old" data that is part of a snapshot (col. 4, lines 6-7, and lines 33-35); but fails to 
teach releasing block reservations for a file or reserving for later allocation in the file system an

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additional number of unallocated blocks, conditional on a comparison of current and new file 
sizes for a file. 

Thus, prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the combination of claim 
elements in light of the specification.
